For those of you that don't know me around campus I am Mark Bray 
one of the four S.G. A. Senators representing your rights on the Laurentian 
University Senate. I would like to take this opportunity to appraise you of 
a few of your rights as a student. The first days back are usually relaxed. 
However, in your first or second day of classes some important things 
happen. 

Firstly, both you (the Students) and your prof agree to the course 
syllabus. You can ask for changes if the whole class is in agreement and the 
prof must facilitate these changes. You have the right to appeal any grade 
of any paper, test, mid term, final exam, final grade, etc. You may ask any 
question of the prof to better understand course material. Most importantly, 
you should understand everything that is expected of you from that prof prior 
to leaving the class. « 

The following are some of the student requests being made on your 
behalf . 

1) Must include a complete course code Eg. ABCD 1234 (E or F) A and 
course title 

2) Must include prof's full name, office number, and hours available. 

3) Must include a complete list of required text's for completion of course 
material. 

4) A brief introduction to the course outlining topics covered on the first 
lecture. 

5) Requirements to complete course: percentage of grade attributes to tests, 
papers(each), other Assignments, Attendance, Participation, Final Exam (or 
Not), etc. 

6) A complete outline consisting of dates and topics covered, at a minimun 
by section. 

7) Projected date for all tests and a notification of at least 3 to 4 lectures prior 
to test date. 

8) Full and complete disclosure to all first year students at first lecture of 
srudent's rights regarding changes to the course at that time. 

9) Details of particular courses requirements in writing for grading of 
assignments. 

10) #9 Should include percent papers are graded by EG, thesis, spelling, 
punctuation, quality of arguement, etc. This needs to be clear for better 
performances. 

1 1) Outline of final exam and mid term (if necessary), format of style 
intended not content. 

Eg. true/false, mtpl choice, short answers, paragraph answers, essays and 
the Percent attribable to each section (Approximately). 

1 2) If faculty member desires, sample of a perfect paper on topic relevant to 
the course.

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SEXUAL ASSAULT

yf One in four women has been 
the victim of rape or attempted rape. 

^ In most cases, a woman who 
is sexually assaulted knows the man 
who attacks her. 

>f Sexual assault is any un- 
. wanted sexual act imposed on one 
person by another. 

Y Any kind of sexual contact 
without mutual consent - from un- 
wanted touching to intercourse - is 
sexual assault, and it's against the 
law. 

Acquaintance rape is sexual 
assault committed against a woman 
by someone she knows: an acquaint- 
ance, a friend, a date or even a boy- 
friend. 

Many women have trouble naming 
what has happened to them as sexual 
assault because: 

-many people still believe rape only 
happens when a stranger forces 
sexual intercourse, 
-when someone is known as a friend, 
date, boyfriend or a person in a 
position of authority, it's painful to 
realize that they can break your trust 
through pressuring, coercing or forc- 
ing sex. 

-many people mistakenly think there 
has to be physical violence and a 
physical struggle for a sexual as- 
sault to have occurred. In fact, the 
vast majority of acquaintance rapes 
and sexual assaults involve coer- 
cion, not physical force, 
-of the myth that if a woman agrees 
to any kind of sexual contact, like 
kissing or petting, she has agreed to 
"goall the way. "Thus many women 
blame themselves for being sexu- 
ally assaulted. This increases the 
isolation and trauma of sexual as- 



sault. 

How can women protect 
themselves from ac- 
quaintance rape? 

Acquaintance rape can happen to any 
woman. If a woman is sexually as- 
saulted, it is never her fault. But there 
are some things that women can do to 
try to protect themselves. 
-Know that it's your right to decide 
whether, when and with whom you'll 
have sex. 

-Trust your instincts. If you feel un- 
easy, uncomfortable or confused, 
leave even if you fear you may hurt 
his feelings. Protect yourself! 
-Be especially aware in social situa- 
tions where alcohol and/or drugs are 
being consumed. Many assaults on 
women happen in these contexts. 
-It's your right to set limits on what 
happens sexually. It's your right to 
say no even if you are attracted to 
someone or previously had sex with 
them. 

-Expect acceptance and respect from 
all your friends, including men you 
may choose to have sex with. Do 
what you can to promote equality in 
relationships between women and 
men.

"Come on, just this once, please?" 
"It's over between us if you don't." 
"If you loved me you would." 
"It'll be good, you'll see." 
"We've done it before." 

Don ' t use alcohol or drugs as a way to 

get sex. 

Don't use force, or threats of force, to 

get someone to have sex with you. 

Don't intimidate a woman through 

your body language, behaviour or 

actions. 

What can men do to make 
sure that both partners 
consent to sex? 

M If you want to be sexual with 
someone, ask first. 

0( If you don't get a clear re- 
sponse, don't go any further. Uncer- 
tainty or lack of response does not 
mean "yes." 

ys Make sure you are both sober. 

\( Listen respectfully and re- 
spond. If a woman says "no", she 
means no. Stop whatever you're do- 
ing. 

^ Take responsibility for birth 
control. Talk about it with your part- 
ner. 

^ Practice safe sex. This means 
always use a condom.

Laurentian University endeavours at all times to provide a working and 
learning environment that is free of discrimination and supportive of 
productivity, academic achievement and the dignity, self-esteem and fair 
treatment of all members of the University Community. The basis of 
interaction at the University is one of mutual respect, cooperation and 
understanding and the University will not tolerate any behaviour which is 
likely to undermine this. Harassment is a form of discrimination that 
violates human rights, dignity and integrity, and that can poison the woric 
and learning environment. The Ontario Human Rights Code specifically 
prohibits discrimination on the basis of "race, ancestry, place of origin, 
colour, ethnic origin, citizenship, creed, sex, sexual orientation, age, record 
of offences, marital status, family status or handicap". (I99I, c.53, s. 5.2). 

Behaviour constituting harassment is considered by Laurentian University 
to be a serious offence affecting the University generally, and it is subject 
to a range of disciplinary measures up to and including dismissal or 
expulsion by the University. 

Laurentian University has approved a Harassment Policy and Complaint 
Procedures. The aim of the policy is to discourage harassment and to 
resolve complaints. 

The Laurentian University Harassment Education and Complaints Com- 
mittee (LUHECC) is composed of faculty, staff and students from the 
Laurentian University Community and is chaired by the Harassment 
Officer. The central purposes of the committee are to maintain communi- 
cation between the various University constituency groups and the commit- 
tee concerning policy, education and programmes, to monitor the effective- 
ness of the Harassment Policy and to make recommendations for changes, 
to advise the Harassment Officer concerning harassment education and 
awareness programmes within the Laurentian community and to assist in 
their implementation and to act as advisors or mediators or members of the 
hearing process for the resolution of cases and complaints when required.

There is sooo much great Canadian 
music that has never been covered in 
these pages. That's right!! You have 
been deprived of knowledge, and now 
it shall all end. These are the bands 
that you probably won 't see too many 
videos from, unless you watch cable 
channels at 3:00 in the morning. 
These are the bands that you're kid 
will get into as they rebel against the 
conservativeness that you have fallen 
into after you graduate from school. 
They put out classic records and do 
more touring than most of the 
creampuff bands that tour universi- 
ties in September and October put 
together. Most of them don't give a 
shit if you like them or not because 
they know that their fans are people 
with enough brains to seek out inde- 
pendent recordings and can actually 
read far enough in an article to see 
that they have been in the news all 
along, just usually shoved to the end 
ofthe piece because petty journalists 
don't understand. Here it goes, read 
if you know how. 

The Stand GT- This quartet from 
Glengarry, Ont is going to be one of 
those legendary punk rock bands like 
Husker Du.

The Smugglers: Canada's finest 
surf/ garage/ punk/ party band.

Records around 1 989. This was fol- 
lowed by an EP with Nardwuar and 
then an album with PopLlama 
Records. Also in there was a live 
record called, the Smugglers at Ger- 
many. In 1993, the boys put out their 
first CD, In the Hall of Fame, on 
PopLlama. Since then has come a 
single on Mint Records (home of 
Cub), a split single on Top Drawer 
Records with Bum, and a single on 
Spain's Radiation Records with The 
Hoods. They have also appeared on 
many compilations, such as What 
Wave U21, Nardwuar Comps, etc. 
One of the guys plays in The Evapo- 
rators, one plays in Bum, they put on 
a great show, but you've gotta get up 
and dance or they'll spray you with 
paint and piss in yourbeer. In the past 
couple months they released a new 
full length album on Spain's radia- 
tion records that is quickly climbing 
up the charts. It's called Wet Pants 
Club and you should be able to order 
it at fine record stores everywhere. If 
you don't like those people at stores 
and you think that you'll never get 
your record, then discover the joy of 
mailorder.

Doughboys at Townehouse, 

Sept. 12th 



Montreal's popular 



That's right music lovers, Canada's 
touring vets. The Doughboys will 
be playing Sudbury for the first time 
in their seven years together. The 
only place in town that could bring 
you something this cool is The 
Townehouse Tavern, 206 Elgin 
Street. For those who have only 
discovered The Doughboys within 
the last year, then there may be much 
that you don't know. 
The band was formed by John 
Kastner in 1 987, shortly after he left 
Asexuals. The Doughboys debuted 



with the album, Home Again, that year on local Pipeline Records. The 
album was a hit on campus radio and led the way for the constant touring 
and subsequent signing to U.S. based Restless Records in 1988. That 
year, the band released. Whatever, and continued touring. Their fast, 
melodic punk rock took Husker Du's power pop to a new level with 
more harmonies and power chord guitar melodies. 

The Doughboys toured with many other bands that have since 
become giants in "alternative" music, such as Big Drill Car, Chemical 
People, 7 Seconds, and All. Up to a pace of about 200 shows a year, the 
band found time to Tccord, Happy Accidents for release in 1990, again on 
Restless Records. Their last release for that label was an EP in 1991 
called. When Up Turns to Down. While searching for a new label, 
Kastner and crew were making some line-up changes, appearing on 
compilation albums (Buzzcocks covers album, etc.) and, of course, 
touring. 

In 1S93, The Doughboys inked a deal in Canada for worldwide 
distribution with A&M Records. Crush, the debut on A&M, locked 
itself on Canadian pop charts for several months, spawned 3 videos with 
heavy rotation at Muchmusic, and of course, led to more touring. Since 
last summer, the band has crossed Canada twice, squashed the U.S., 
swung through Europe, toured with Rush, played the festival circuit, 
toured with Bad Religion, Seaweed and Green Day, and are now doing 
the Universities and more gigs this fall. 

Like their first radio hit in 1 987 promised, they take no holidays. 
So here we are. The Doughboys are playing the Townehouse on Monday, 
Sept. 12th. Tickets are on sale now for $8.00 (hey, there's two great local 
pop bands opening the show so get there early). You can purchase the 
tickets at The Townehouse, and you might as well because a show like 
this doesn't come along every day. I'm going because I just want to see 
if John is gonna hit his head on the ceiling when he takes to the air.

Well, only to those who so 
quickly dismissed it. Vinyl records, in 
fact, never left. Many major artists 
still press their albums into vinyl, but 
only as a limited release. The major 
problem with the image of vinyl is 
because of the record stores them- 
selves. When the new, smaller, 
stronger packaged Compact Disc was 
introduced, retailers jumped at the 
chance to make their lives easier to 
handle and phased out records from 
their bins as soon as they could. 

No store in Sudbury carries 
vinyl, even though most of your fa- 
vourite artists are still releasing it. 
Pearl Jam puts out their records on 
vinyl, as well, they have released 7" 
records with exclusive songs on it. 
This means that you will have to swal- 
low your digital pride if you want to 
have complete collections of some of 
your fave stars. Nirvana, 
Soundgarden, Green Day, Husker 
Du, Stone Temple Pilots, Beck, 



Sloan, Sugar, etc. All of these major 
artists have made sure that you will 
be able to purchase their music on the 
most beautiful format that ever ex- 
isted. 

Besides these major artists, 
many independent artists continue to 
put out vinyl because it is still cheaper 
than putting out a CD. Bands such as 
Cub, Stand GT, The Smugglers, 
The Cynics, The Kravin' A's, The 
Evaporators (Hell, these guys even 
put out 8-tracks), Rancid, The Off- 
spring, NoFX, LagWagon, Fugazi, 
NoMeansNo, D.O.A., Pennywise, 
and hundreds more have all rele,ased 
vinyl in the past year.

Chicken Teriyaki 



' There's more to chicken than finger 
lickin' delight! 

Preparation time: 40 minutes 
Cooking time: 20 to 25 minutes 
Serves three 

Wash: 

3 chicken breasts 

Place in casserole dish. 

Combine in a small bowl: 
1/2 cup ( 1 25 mL) lemon juice 
1/4 cup (60 mL) water 
3 tbsp. (45 mL) soy sauce 
1/4 tsp ( I mL) ground ginger 
1 tsp. (5 mL) garlic powder or 
1 clove garlic, peeled and sliced 



Pour mixture over chicken. Let stand 
for at least 30 minutes. 

Cook under broiler, skin side down, 
for 10 minutes. 

Turn ckicken over. Tip pan, collect 
juices and pour over ckicken. (You 
may not fully grasp the significance 
of this, but you have just basted a 
chicken.) 

Cook 10 lo 15 minutes, basting 
every 5 minutes. 

Cooked chicken will be crisp and 
dark brown.
